American Revolutionists 
Aside from minor details, the House and Senate 
now agree on a p olicy of assistance to governments 
friendly to the United States. 
This p olicy has been adop ted In connection with 
congressional authorization to the executive dep art­ 
ment to sp end up to $400,000,000 for economic and 
military aid to Greece and Turkey. Requests for other 
authorizations will be forthcoming soon.

The United States went to the 
assistance of Great Britain, and consequently to the 
assistance of all governments op p osing the AxLs p owers, 
because no other decLsion was p ossible without be­ 
traying the p rincip les und heritage of the American 
p eop le. 
The Truman Doctrine is, in other words, only a 
restatement of the American p olicy of advancing the 
cause of p op ular freedom everywhere on earth—the 
most revolutionary doctrine ever formulated 


Our Mounting Fire Loss 
The President's fire p revention conference rep orts 
the nation's p revention p rogram is entirely Inadequate 
It finds that regulatory legislation ia obsolete; that 
there are serious hazards in buildings; that schools 
are not p rop erly training students In fire safety; that 
dep artments have neglected the imp ortance of p re­ 
vention camp aigns, and that there is insufficient re­ 
search to p rovide the latest information. 
The conference brought forth p lenty of evidence 
to back up Its findings. Fire lass luis increased every 
year since 1934 Last year the toll was 10,000 lives and 
$461,487,000 worth of p rop erty. 'Die 1947 figures arc 
running well in advance of those 
Ntational fire p revention conferences can p oint 
out the reasons for such losses and they can outline 
corrective measures, but they cannot go much farther 
than that hire p revention is a community p roblem, 
but even more it is a p roblem for the individual p ro­ 
p erty owner and tenant. 


The Question Mark 
As exp ected, France’s Socialist p arty 
ap p roves 
Premier Ramadier's rep udiation of his Communist 
cabinet members, and the government now is free 
to shap e its p olicies w ithout consulting the Communists 
At the same time, the Communists are free to attack 
the government and use their formidable strike wea­ 
p on. 
France is facing a crucial trial In its camp aign to 
brmg down p rices while holding the line on wages 
The Communists' insistence on camp aigning for high­ 
er wages was what p recip itated the crisis. They have 
not seen fit to heed Ramadier’s call to all Frenclunen 
to “encase themselves In the iron corset of discip line" 
to save the national economy. 
The question ls how far the Communists will go 
now th at they liave no resp onsibility for the govern­ 
ment. Outside the government they can sabotage It 
more effectively, and they know that a general strike 
would cause the fall of any government. But they 
also know th at a crisis would p recip itate a scramble 
for p ower in which the Right would be a formidable 
factor. 
The French Communists are the question mark, 
the unknown quantity, in western Europ e They have 
p romised not to abuse their strength and have de­ 
clared they will “always p lace the national interest 
before everything else.” The sincerity of those com­ 
mitments will now be tested.
